a Handle and Snare to draw Gentlemen 


in, who. were- inclined to that unnatural Sin. 
Every one will acknowledge this was no

them take Warning, no Mortal living would 
have pitied them, but on the contrafy, would 
have rejoiced thereat; but, as there are little 


Hopes, they who have gone ſo far, will ſtop 
there, we muſt wiſh, for our common Safety, 


and to ayert the viſible impending Judgments 
of Heaven, that every one of them, of what 
Rank foever, were brought to condign Puniſh- 
ment: in the mean while, all we can do, is 
to expoſe their villainous Practices, that in 
caſe the Fear of God does not deter them 
for the future, the fear of the Gallows, at leaſt 
may, and bring them to Repentance.

Fobn Simmons, about 31 years of 
age, born at Reading in Berkſhire of 
honeſt parents, who gave him a good 
education, ſuited to the common courſe 
of buſineſs. His father being a farmer 
bred him up to huſbandry, but being 
of an idle diſpoſition he ſoon left that 
way of life, and betook himſelf to 
rambling, ſometimes in the barges to 
and from London, and ſometimes a- 
bout the country a thieving. And al- 
though he was but a puny thief in com- 
pariſon of the above-mentioned, or of 
lome hereafter ſpecified, yet in the 
country he was looked upon with great 
horror and deteſtation, eſpecially by 
thoſe who kept poultry, who eſteemed 
him the worſt fox in the neighbourhood, 
and guarded againſt him accordingly, 
though oftentimes to very little purpoſe 3 
however, at leſt he was caught in a 
trap ſome time in the ſpring of the year 
1741, and committed to Reading goal:

he was tried and convicted for tranſpor- 
tation, and being -put into a waggon 
with others to be ſent to London, he 
ſomewhere on the high road made his 
eſcape z and by taking a little circuit 
got up toLondon, and harboured him- 
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ſelf within the cover of the north eaſt 
diſtrict, where he roved and robbed 
from time to time on his own bottom, 


and at length ſettled himſelf in a bawdy * 


houſe in Patrick's court, Hounſditch, - 
from whence, with ſome others he there 
became acquainted with, he iſſued out 
with intent to rob, but going to an ale- 
houſe in Gravel Lane, they quarrelled 
amongſt one another, and the watch 
being called in, was wounded by him; 
whereupon a warrant being granted a- 
gainſt him, he was taken next day at 
his lodgings, when he again wounded 
one of the watchmen, and made his 
eſcape ; but was retaken going up the 
ſteps ro Devonſhire ſquare, He was 


thereupon committed to the Poultry 


Compter, under the name of Burgeſs, 
where the goaler of Reading found 
him, and upon his being brought up to 
the Old Bailey, had the record of his 
old indictment read againſt him, and 
being, proved to be the ſame man who 
had made his eſcape, he was convicted 
of retarning from tranſportation, which 


he ſeemed to think a hard judgment up- 


on him, becauſe he was never abroad, 
reaſoning, as theſe poor creatures uſual- 
ly do, that every thing which ſeems to 
be in their favour is right, without refle&.

The firſt adventure they went 
after becoming acquainted t y 
was in joining their ſtocks ſor the pur- 
chaſe of an old landau, and- a pair of 
indifferent horſes, which.St. Legar, as 
appearing moſt like a gentleman, was 
to be the ſuppoſed maſter of, Cave to 
be the coachman, and Kelly St. Legar's 
companion or footman, as beſt * 
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the deſign in hand, In datk nights 
they by means of a ſham figure turned 
it into a hackney coach, in which St. 
Legat and Kelly ufually ſat until a 
coach was called ;- then they got out 
and kept at a proper diſtance to obſerve 
who took it, and where directed : In 
this ſcheme although they commuted 
ſeveral robberies, yer as none happened 
to be of ſufficient conſequence to an- 
ſwer the great end of their expences, 
their higheſt purchaſe having been five 
guineas and a ſilver watch, which they 
got from a gentleinan very much in 
liquor, and the thing making a noiſe, 
and beginning to be enquired into, they 
dropped this ſcheme, took off their fi- 
gure, and Kelly being conſtituted 
coachman, they drove away one even- 
ing to May Fair in purſuit of adven- 


tures; St. Legar and Cave being pretty 


well dreſſed, left the coach to the care 
of Kelly, while they beat about the 
fair to ſee what they could meet with; 
in their rambles they obſerved two neat 
genteel girls alone walking arm in arm 
about the fair, St, Legar made his ad- 
dreſſes to the one, Cave to the other ; 
they did not ſeem very ſhy, but liking 
the looks of the men, their dreſs and 
pleaſant behaviour, they were well 
enough ſatisfied with their company, 
and were with no great difficulty en- 
gaged to go into one of the booths to 
ſee a ſhew ;, Cave and St. Legar were 


both well enough acquainted. with that 


kind of nothingneis in converſation 
where with unexperienced young girls 


are ſo readily captivated, which with 
their talking of their coach, of their 


horſes catching cold, &c. gave the 
poor girls no little ideas of the impor- 
tance of their companions, who being 
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fortune hunters, conceived with good - 
management they might now get rich 
huſhards : The two thieves had in 
their firſt views only the -pickinÞ up 
ſome caſh, but now had talked them 


ſelves into other thoughts of the, mat- 


ter, for the girls having a deſign upon 
them likewiſe, gave ſome diſtant hints 
that they were great fortunes, or ſhould 
be ſuch; which ſo fired the-imaginas« 
tions of our adventurers, that they loſt 
ſight of their main buſineſs, and whol- 
ly addreſſed themſelves to love. 

ne, both ſides being on the catch, the 


affair was ſoon brought to an ſive, the 
ladies were conducted to the coach, 


and from thence to the Fleet to be mar- 
ried: The adventurers pretended it was 
improper to go to either of their homes, 
and the girls finding themſelves mar- 
ried, were willing to do as their huſ- 
bands deſired.

Tom Williams finding St. Legar very 
ready at his pen, and it being ſummer 
time, and very little buſineſs ſtirring, 
he recommended him to the proprietor 
of the Penny Poſt, to ſteal and tranſ- 
ſcribe letters and eſſays for him out of 


the publick papers, and articles out of

the Seſſions Papers and Dying Speeches. 
St. Legar working very hard, and find- 
ing himſelf” but ill paid, and perceiv- 
ing he had to do with a very ignorant 
fellow, inſtead of political papers and 
_effiys tranſcribed the whole Dying 
Speeches from beginning to end, and 
making the proprietor believe they 
were ſome of Dr. Swift's beſt writings, 
and related to great people at the helm 
of affairs, he readily inſerted them. 
St, Legar immediately blowed this af- 
fair about toallthe proprietor's acquaint- 
ance, and amongſt the people who 
rook in the Penny Poſt, and thus pay- 
ing himſelf with a jeſt, returned to, his 
acqua intance. | 
St. Legar being reherded again with 
his old ſociety, and caſh being very 
low amongſt them, they took a ram- 
ble one day into St. James's Park with- 
outany other immediate meaning thanto 
ſee what accident might throw in their

way: Walking along the ſide of the 
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Mall they obſerved a very fine fellow 
walking with two ladies, to both of 
whom he ſeemed to make love with an 
infinite deal of affectation and foppery; 
and though his perſon was but very ſo, 
ſo, not to ſay ordinary, yet he ſeemed 


to act as if he imagingd both the ladies 


were in love with him. A thought 
inſtantly ſtruck St. Legar how to make 
a penny of him; he ſtruck over to the 
footman on the other ſide of the Mall 


to enquire who he was, and where he 
lodged, which, having learned, he re- 
turned to his comrades and acquainted 


them with his deſign, of robbing that 
8 he thus executed. 
e imitated a female hand, and wrote 
a very genteel letter, intimating that the 
writer was a young woman of quality, 
had a very great eſteem for him, and 
would gladly learn his thoughts there- 
upon. This letter was wrote on gilt 
paper, folded up in a cover, and left 
for him at his lodgings, with directions 
how to anſwer it, which immediate! 


after receiving was performed wit 


great alacrity: Whereupon St. Legar 


leaves another” letter, wherein the gen- 


tleman was appointed an interview on 
the ſouth ſide of the Serpentine River 
in Hyde Park at ſix che next morning, 
where he came very punctually; but 


inſtead of meeting a Lady he found 


three men maſked, who after divert- 
ing themſelves for ſome time at the 
beaux expence, they deſired the favour 
of his watch, rings, ſnuff box, and 


money, which he very ooligingly de- 


livered; they then only. civilly deſired 
him, for his own ſake to continue his 


walk a quarter of an hour, by which 


time they got into Kenſiogton, took 
thence the road eroſs the fields to m 
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| fe; and ſo by water to London. This 
money and effects, together about for- 
ty pounds, was fairly divided, and in 
about a fortnight's time all gone: 
When neceſſity calling upon them a- 
gain to look but, they committed the 
robbery upon Mr, Piggot, for which 
they were ſentenced. ; 


John Riggletonof Stanmore Magna, 
in the county of "Middleſex, was indict- 
ed for the wilful murder of Margaret 
his wife, by giving her one mortal 
wound with a knife in the throat, of the 


depth of four inches and a half, and 


the depth of half an inch, of which ſhe 
inſtantly died, July 9. 

John Riggleton was again indicted 
and found guilty on the coroner's inqueſt, 


John Riggleton, about 30 years of 
age, a native of the town of Stanmore 
Magna, born of good honeſt parents, 
who put him to ſchool, and had both 
willand abilities not only to have given 
him a good education, but alſo to have 
brought him up to buſineſs z but he 
was from his childhood, through a na- 
tural defect in his underſtanding, inca- 
pable of either; he therefore when of a 

roper age only followed labouring 
Bufneſs. drove cattleto and from Lon- 
don, or otherways as occaſion required, 
and ſometimes applied himſelf to ſow- 
ing and reaping : after ſome time ſpent 
in this way, he married a wife who had 
one natural daughter, and with whom 
he always lived in great diſcord ; he 
was married to her ten or twelve years, 
and had by her ſeveral children, two 
whereof are ſtill living, and were in 
the ſame room when the murder -was 
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committed, as was: allo her N 
daughter.

of the murder, he and his wife came 


to London together, at the inſtance of 


the. wife, in order as it ſeems to ſee Ste- 


phens executed for the murder of his 
wife; after which execution they went 
home together very peaceahly, but af- 


ter they were a bed quarrelled, , and 
then this fatal diſaſter followed. He 
was a man of very ſtrong paſſions, and 
his wife, if report ſays true, of much 
the ſame unhappy turn; the man was re- 
ally at intervals quite a lunatic, the wo- 
man miſtreſs of no degree of prudence, 
ſo that their ſtate together was perfect- 
ly miſerable. He was in one of the 
worſt of his fits on this fatal night, and 
the fire of his ſpirits not a little increaf# 
ed by the fuel of his wife's ill tongue, 
and worſe behaviour: ſhe Wanted to 


ſhove the poor man out of bed, but he 
not being in a ſtate of mind capable of 


bearing ill uſage, he took out his knife 
from his coat pocket, and therewith firſt 
cut her throat, then drew his knife down 
her breaſt, opened her ſtomach, and rip- 
ped up her belly; he cut and mangled 
her face and body in ſuch a manner as is 
hardly to be conceived. His wife's na- 
tural daughter, who was the eldeſt, got 
out of the room and ran away to the 
neighbours for help, while the poor 
young children that remained, hid 
themſelves in the room as well as they 
could. The neighbours met the poor 


wretch, a little way from the houſe, with 


his bloody knife in his hand, and himſelf 


all over in goar blood, with a wildneſs 


and terror in his looks not to be deſcrib- 
ed. He made no manner of reſiſtance, 
but in a confuſed manner owned the

About eight o'Clock, the Sheriff 
demanding their bodies, they were all 
three put into one cart, and, through 
a great number of ſpectators, were 


carried to the fatal tree. When they 


came there, St. Legar appeared to be 
much frighted, Kelly was not quite 
ſo much affected, and poor Riggleton, 
being almoſt ſtupid, did not alter in 
his behaviour. They had nothing to 


add to their confeſſions; St. Legar and 
Kelly died Papiſts, and they with Rig- 


gleton, cried unto God to receive 
their ſouls.

lar manner to love and ' cheriſh ; 
but as inſtances of this kind grow 
upon us, the law will by degrees 
in courſe become more ſevere, leſt 
for want of a ſtop being put there- 
to in time, the government ſubject 
themſelves to improper teflections, 
and we become the butcherers of 
one another with impunity. | 
All mankind are fo far capa- 
ble of reaſoning as to know the di- 
ſtinction between right and wrong 
in this particular caſe, however de- 
fective ſome may be in many others: 
And while we are allowed to have 
reaſon and to judge, there is not the 
leaſt ſhadow of an Excuſe for the 
committing of fo attocious a etime, 
the true cauſes whereof are, as I 


ſaid above, paſſion, and reſentment, 


ſometimes exerciſed haſtily, but too 
often with deliberation, which is 
owing to pride, wilfulneſs, and 
inhumanity. The ſame man who 


beats another, for what he thinks 
ſome little affront to his dignity, 


would, if not for his own fake; 
as conceiving his deſtruction muſt 
follow, as readily murder him; and 
one is generally committed on the 
fame principle as the other. There- 
fore # x firſt -guard upon one's felf 
againſt murder, is to prepare a- 
gainſt taking any ſeeming affronts. 

In the married ſtate moſt quar- 
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rels ariſe from triſſes, and the man 
is more uſually affronted becauſe 
the woman is impertinent, or won't 
condeſcend to think him her King 
or her God, than for any other 
crimes ſhe can poffibly be guilty of. 
Man vainly enough ſets a very great 
value upon his power and under- 
ſtanding, and whoever affronts his 
mightineſs in either of thoſe parti- 
culars, he immediately conceives his 
worſt enemies; whefi did he but re- 


flect a moment on his own- worth- 


leſsneſs, he wonld' preſently appre- 


hend, that those who fo treat him, 


contribute to give hittt the beſt light 
into Hitnſelf, and'ecönſequently are 
his beſt friends AMhether they de- 
gu it or no: While the charts 
flattery, WHieh only tend to the 
making of him miſtake his real va- 
lue, throw him into raptures, and 
cauſe him to eſteem thoſe his real 
friends, whom he ought to think 


of and treat as his worſt enemies.
